Community Resents ‘the Attempt to Punish 
Citizens for Contempt of Supreme Court, 
Saying Government Has Already Caused 


Enough Trouble. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 2. 
bt the first time in history, the 
United States Supreme Court will 
undertake to punish a mob. 
it is not the violation of the law in 
the act of mob violence that the august 
body seeks to punish, but the contempt 
of the highest tribunal in the land grow- 
ing out of the lynching of a negro pri- 
soner whose case was pending before it 
for adjudication on appeal. 
And the effect of this now celebrated 
case upon the mob spirit of the land 


will Be watched with the keenest inter- 


est throughout the South. 

From the recent action of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, it would 
seem that y of venerable jurists, in- 
cluding th® aged Judge whose name was 
jeered by the members of the infuriated 
mob as they led Ed Johnson, their vic- 
tim, to a bridge gallows, is deter-

Johnson Is Arrested. 


This most remarkable case had its be- 
ginning on the evening of Jan. 23. Miss 
Nevada Taylor of St. Elmo, a highly re- 
spectable white girl and the daughter of 
an old Federal soldier, was on her way 
to her home from work when she was 
attacked by a negro who approached her 
from behind and, throwing a leather 
thong about her neck, overcame her. 

The first clew came from Charles 
Hixson, who stated that he had seen a 
negro at that spot not ten minutes be- 
fore and that he was carrying a leather 
thong which he twisted about his fin- 
gers. He believed that he could identify 
the negro if he could see him again. 

An all-day search was made the next 
day until on the evening gf Jan. 2, the 
young man pointed out Ed Johnson, 
who was on an ice wagon. He was 
arrested at once and put in jail. 

Fearing mob violence, Sheriff Shipp 
hurried the prisoner away in a closed 
carriage to a station on the Nashville 
road where they boarded the train for 
Nashville and Johnson was kept in the 
jail at Nashville where he was partially 
Mentified by Miss Taylor. 

Thinking Johnson was confined im the 
local Jail, a large mod gathered and de- 
manded Ed Johneon, Floyd Westfield, a 


‘megro who tMmurdered a constable, and 


Ed Smith, who had attempted to assault 
&n inmate of the Vine Street Orphans’ 
|Home. The mob met with such power- 
ful resistance on the part of the Sheriff's 
Geputies that no damage was done save 
the battering of the jafl doors. 

Johnson was brought from the Nash- 
ville Jail to Chattanooga Feb. 6 The

pee the Courthouse was heavily guarded 
ie the police and the county officers. 
Criminal Court Judge 8. D. McRey- 
nolds, who begged the first mob to 
leave the Jail, sat on the case. During 
the progress of the trial Miss Taylor 
never positively identified the prisoner. 
With the prisoner standing by her side 
she said: “I would not be the cause of 
taking an innocent man’s life, God 
knows, but I believe he is the man.” 
At the end of three days the jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty. The 
prisoner's attorneys announced that 
they would make a motion for a new 
trial, and, on that same evening, the 
case was called for that purpose, but 
the attorneys stated that they had se- 
riously considered the case, and that 
they had concludéd to let the law take 
its course. Judge McReynolds then pro- 
nounced the sentence of death upon the 
prisoner. He had nothing to say except 
that he was innocent. He was sen- 
tenced to hang March 3.

}two negro attorneys, -took up the case 


on a plea from the prisoner's father, 
and they began a stubborn fight to save 
Johnson from the gallows, which was 
then being put in order for the execu- 
tion. They applied to the State Su- 
preme Court for a new hearing, but this 
was denied. 


Go te the United States Court. 


They then prepared a habeas corpus 
petition and carried it before Judge C. 
D. Clark of the United States Court for 
the Bastern District of Tennessee and 
the hearing took place in Knoxville Sat- 
urday, March 10. Judge Clark dismissed 
the petition but stated that an appeal 
could be taken to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

The proper papers were hurriedly pre- 
pared and the death sentence was 
stayed sveral days. Attorney Parden 
went in person to Washington, D. C., 
where he presented ‘his petition to Jus- 
tice Harlan, who granted 4 temporary 
appeal which was finally acceded to by 
the Court as a@ whole. The.Court was 
preparing to set a date for the final 
hearing when, on the night of March 139, 
about 11 o’clock, the second mob which 
had attacked the Jail in several years. 
hanged Johnson to the second span of 
the county bridge. 

The mob, it is said, was composed of 
about 25 men, |[t was well organized 
and is said to have been composed of 
gome prominent citizens. 

The Sheriff and his force were taken 
by surprise and there was no one at the 
Jail at the time, save the night jailer, 
Jeremiah Gibson. After securing their 
victim the mob led him five blocks away 
to the county bridge, where as many 4% 
three men have been lynched, and after 
making several attempts at stringing 
him up with a piece off rope from ® 
trolley car, they finally out off the ne- 
groes fingers and shot his body full of 
holes.

“To Justice Harlan: For future ref- 
erence in this case, you will find John- 
son’s body.at the Morgue.”’ 

The funeral over Johnson’s body was 
held amid great excitement. A telegram 
purporting to have come from the De- 
partment of Justice was read in which 
an order was issued demanding that 
Johnson's body be withheld from burial 
until further notice. 

At the adjourned term of the Crémini al 
Court, Judge McReynolds delivered a 
charge to the grand jury in which he 
urged that indictments be returmed in 
both cases in which the jail was at- 
tacked. 


For some reason the grand jury made 
no investigation at that term. 

Then followed the action of the De 
partment of Justice in sending out se- 
cret service men—three in all—to this 
city to make a complete investigation of 
the mob, because it was held that, since 
the case had gone to the Supreme Court 
of the United States at the time of the 
lynching, Johnson was in reality a 
prisoner of the Federal Government. 

The secret service men claimed to 
have seoured the minutest information, 
knowing every step taken by every 
member of the mob from the time they 
left thelr homes until he returned. They 
were in the city about one month and

On Monday, May 14, Judge McRey- 
nolds delivered another strong charge 
to. the grand jury, urging that indict- 
ments be returned for both the attacks 
on the jail. For some reason this jury 
failed to investigate the actions of the 
first mob, but it went Into an investi- 
gation of the Johneon mob, but reported 
Saturday, May 19, that because of in- 
sufficiency of proof, no indictments 
could be returned.

Sheriff Shipp has given 
out an interview in which he upholds 
his course @® the matter, saying that 
he did all he could to protect the 
prisoner and at a time when he was 
least suspecting danger the mob came 
and lynched Johnson. Among other 
things he says: 

‘Had not the Supreme Court of the 
United States interfered, we would 
have been able to set an example for 
the maintenance of law and order and 
a speedy trial in this case that would 
have been of great value throughout 
the country. I regard it as very un- 
fortunate that the case was not left 
to the State authorities where it 
originated. 

I did not connive in the lynching of 
Ed Johnson, but on the other hand, 
did all I could to protect the prisoner 
and see that the law should be upheld. 

“The night the man was lIynched I 
had not suspected that anything of 
the kind would be attempted. The 
Jail had been left in the charge of the 
night jailer as is usually the case. 

“It was not until the Supreme Court 
had granted a hearing in the case, and 
it had been stated it would probably 
be from two to five years before the 
case would be disposed of that te 
public showed any disposition to in- 
terfere in the matter. 

“Everythimg had become so peace- 
able that I had not suspected any in- 
terference would be attempted. 

“TIT am thoroughly conscious of hav- 
ing done my duty in this case, and 
shall await with confidence of a com- 
plete vindication.”

The European press, especially that of Germany, 
is severe in its denunciation of American busMhess 
methods, basing its opinion upon the disclosures 
concerning the goenditions existing in the prepara- 
ton of meat products for the market. It was to be 
expected that the newspapers of Germany, which is 
specially interested in decrying American meat, 
would go to an extreme in condemning ‘our methods. 
But while we deny the accusation of the German 
press that American standards of business are al- 
together criminal and corrupt, we are bound to con- 
fess that there is ground for much of the foreign 

















criticism. 

We cannot deny that the revelations of the meth- 
ods employed by the large corporations and com- 
bines are appalling. We ourselves have been amazed 
and humiliated by the extent of dishonesty, corrup- 
tion and fraud resorted to by managers of corpora- 
tions to obtain monopoly advantages and to use the 
advantages and powers of the corporations to plun- 
der the public. The exposures of insurance graft 
and dishonesty, of Standard Oil villainy, of railroad 
discrimination and bribery, of the Beef Trust in- 
iquities, and of the unscrupulous greed generally of 
corporate combines are deeply humiliating. 

We have sinned. As a people, the sin is more one 
of omission than commission. We have been in- 
different to the methods of those intent upon plun- 
dering the public, and we have neglected to provide 
or to enforce protective laws. | 

But it is in our favor that we'have not spared our 
own rascals nor refused to admit our own faults. 
The press and people of the United States have 
united in the demand that all the facts of corrup- 
tion and dishonesty be made public and that prompt 
remedies be applied in the enforcement of the laws 
we have and in the framing of new legislation to 
protect the public and to restrain greed. We have. 
awakened to the danger of unrestrained greed and 
cunning. 

The proof of the popular awakening is found in 
the measures already taken to eliminate abuses. 
The exposure of insurance corruption in New York 
led to the prompt adoption of effective legislation— 
legislation which is a model of its kind for all the 
states. Government prosecutions have been insti- 
tuted against all the trusts whose misdeeds have 
been exposed, and the courts have with singular 
promptitude and unanimity enforced the laws. 
Paper Trust has been destroyed. Railroad rebaters 
have been tried and convicted. The Beef Trust 
managers have been enjoined against abuses. The 
Tobacco Trust has. been ordered to bring its books 
into court. The - Northern 
dissolved. 

In the matter of Federal legislation, we have an 
effective anti-trust law, an anti-rebate law, a Bureau 
of Commerce, with power to investigate the inter- 
state commerce corporations and enforce publicity. 
And we have nearly completed a railroad rate regu- 
lation bill which greatly strengthens the powers of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to eliminate 
abuses and protect the public from discriminations. 
There is pending in Congress a more rigid méat in- 
spection bill. 

Undoubtedly great progress has been made in the 
effort to remedy the abuses which have been brought 
to public attention. The work is far from complete. 
Much of the legislation is experimental and must 
be perfected on the basis of experience. The infiy- 
ence of the great corporations on the Government 
through campaign contributions must be eliminated. 
The corporations themselves must’ be restrained. 

Unquestionably many of the ills for which we 
are suffering arise from the abuse of unrestrained 
corporation powers. Under loose laws the corpora- 
tions have been used to promote commercial and 
financial piracy and to absorb vast unearned 
wealth. They have been handy instruments of injust- 
ice, corruption and plunder. The corporation laws 
should be revised. ~ 
There is a limit to Federal regulation of tceces: 
tions and business methods. The states and munici- 
palities have a duty to perform. To the failure of 
I}linois and Chicago to do their duty in the matter 
of meat inspection much of the horrors recently re- 
vealed has been due. The states within their boun- 
daries must protect their own people and enforce 
honest corporate management and eliminate dis- 
honesty and abuse. They must protect their peo- 
ple from tainted food products and Corporate fraud 
and aggression. The municipalities must deal with 
of | the franchise plunderers and bring them to an nos-| 
est business basis.

the re-establishment of a sound ethical standard in

But with all that can be done through legislation

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CHEAPER HYDROGEN GAS. 

At a recent meeting of the French Aeademy the 
eminent physicist, Mr. Moisan, presented a report 
from Georges F. Joubert describing a new and thus 
far secret process for the manufacture of hydrate 


‘of calcium, a product which, by reason of its con- 


venience for the generating of hydrogen gas for bal- 
looning and other purposes, is likely to play an im- 
portant role in the field of applied chemistry. 

The invention of Mr. Joubert consists in a process 
by which the reactién of metallic calcium upon a 
metaHic salt produces the néw form of hydrate of 
calcium, or, as it“is commercially known, “hydro- 
lithe.” 

Its most ready and obvious use is thus far for in- 
flating balloons for military and other purposes. It 
is safe and easy to handle; can be used for generat- 
ing gas wherever.water can be obtained, and for 
long ftights can: be carried as ballast instead. of 
sand, and employed at will for refilling the balloon, 
which may thus be kept in flight almost indefinitely.

RAILWAY CAR CONSTRUCTION. 


Lemeptives and cars approximating the value of 
$260, ( ) were built in the locomotive and car 
shops. of the United States in 1906, according to 
figures collected by the Railroad Gazette. These re- 
turns do not include locomotives and cars built by 
the railroads in their own shops, of which an ex- 
ceptionally. large number were constructed during 
the year, nor do they include street and interurban 
electric cars. ‘T’he number of locomotives built was 
6491 as against 3441 in 194. The number built ex- 
ceeds the total for any previous year. The car out- 
put, subject to the limitations noted, was 168,006, the 
largest car output in any one year.

F you want to be a “first nighter” you'll have to put on your best bib 
] and tucker this evening and go out to the Suburban to witness the 
“premiere’—isn’t that a swell word?—of “The Whirlwind’s Harvest.” 
For never before has this Milton Nobles drama been produced, and never 
before, I'm told, has a summer garden invaded the producing fielé and staged 
an absolutely new play, so this event becomes quite notable indeed and 
~ worthy of your attention. | | 
Then, bésides, there’s an additional element of “gamble” in the venture, 
because, if “The Whirlwind’s Harvest” scores a hit this week, Milton and 
Dolly Nobles. will ride back to the regular dramatic stage on the wings of 
the storm, 0 to speak, abandoning vaudeville and returning to their old 
‘yowe. They both want to do it, and they’re encouraged in their hopes by 
the favor with which they’ve already been received here in “From Sire to 
@on” and “Love and Law,” and I’m sure I'd like very much to see their wishes 
gratified. They're a sincere, earnest two, full of genuine enthusiasms that 
have refused to become colorless with the flight of time, and it’s cdnstancy 
of this nature that very often wins a great battle for its possessor in life’s 
afternoon. Look at “Bob” Mantell, for instance—making a big Shaks- 
pearean hit in New York after that same New York had condemned him to 
20 years of barnstorming before consenting to accept him! 
But I'm not going to moralize just now on the virtue of loyalty to one’s 


convictions—that’s tod serious a theme when the summer gardens are in 
bloom and everything tempts one to luxurious laziness and idle thought. 
Just because I mounted a “property” Pegasus last Sunday and sang of “‘The 
Villain” as that indispensable stage figure appears to me across the foot- 
lights, it is now urged upon me that I indite descriptive odes to each dis- 
tinctive character of the convegtional dramatic cast— enshrining the player- 
fiy in the poet-amber, as it were. Not for a minute—life’s too short, and 
serial poems, though a novelty, don’t appeal to mea little bit. But Ill npt 
mind chanting a stave or two about my stage favorite—and here she is: 


THE LITTLE INGENUE. 


The star, the “lead,” the “heavy,” who come foremost in the cast, 
And the “character-comedian,” whose name is never last, 
And the “juvenile” and “second com.,”—I like ’em all, don’t you? 
But dearest to my heart I hold the little Ingenue! 
You say it through your nose, 
That’s the French way, I suppose, 
And it’s “On-,” not “In-,” remember, if your Gallic accent’s true, 
But the fact remains the same, 


No matter how you call her name, 
That the sweetest thing in stageland is the little Ingenue! | 


She's always young and charming, and her soul’s as light as air, 
And her duty is to push away the clouds of dark. despair, 
For whenever tears have fallen till the stage is dampened through, 
You can bet your life they’ll hurry on the little Ingenue! 
And she comes all laughing-eyed, 
With her sweetheart by her side, 
And they do a funny “spooning” turn to make the air less blue— 
She’s a sunbeam clad in skirts, 
She’s a smile that frisks and flirts, 
And we couldn't get along without the little Ingenue! 


« And now, just because that very nice-looking Miss Caecilia Rhoda, 
as Priscilla in “The Isle of Champagne,” sang “Oh, Thou Sweet Bird” near- 
ly all week at Delmar—until her throat was temporarily put out of com- 
mission by the cold- weathér, at any rate—and because Mr. Louis Dodge's 
The Courtship,” which is all about the love affair of a little hen-sparrow, 
‘may be sung as an interpolated lyric at Delmar before long, some folks 
-a@re saying that we're going to have an epidemic of “bird songs” af the 
Summer gardens this season. Well, that wouldn’t be at all inappropriate, 
and they ought to be mighty melodious and sweetly sentimental, too, but 
you want to keep a sharp lookout for the “moon song” just the same. For 
the moon had the lyrical right of way straight through the winter season, 
and there are six different moon songs making the biggest roof-garden hits 
in all New York right now, and they’ve already begun carolling to the 
moon at our own open-air resorts, so it’s just as well to look the truth in 
the face. The situation, outlined in burning verse, is just about like this:

MANY WANT COMPROMISE 





Henderson’s Son There to Urge 
Another Reconsideration 
by Voters. 





Macon City, Mo., was visited last 


week by John B. Henderson Jr., rep- 
resenting Gen. Henderson and other 
creditors now holding | judgments 
against Macon County, and it is be- 
lieved another effort is soon to be made 
in the way of compromising the coun- 
ty’s bonded indebtedness. 

In round numbers, that .indebtedness 
now aggregates $1,750,000, being .ap- 
proximately three dollars per acre and 
444 per capita for the entire county. 
It is now five times what it was when | 
incurred, less than forty years ago. It 
is growing at the yearly rate of more 
than $150,000, yet there is no prospect 
of payment, unless by way of compro- 
mise. 

In 1894 a proposition to compromise at 
a fraction less than sixty cents on the 
dollar was rejected at the polls. Eight- 
een months ago, the people by a vote 
of 2700 to 2400, rejected a proposition to 
compromise at eighteen cents on the 
dollar. 


Nearly forty years ago Macon County 
was bonded to the extent of $350,000, In 
aid of the projected Missouri &. Missis- 
sippi Railroad Co. The bonds were in 
denominationg ranging from 850 to $1000, 
and bore interest at rates varying from 
6 per cent to 10 per cent. The subjoined 
quotation is a literal copy of bond num- 
bered ‘‘145,"’ and is a sample of the 
whole collection: 

“United States of America. Macon 
County Railroad Bond. No. 145. Twea- 
ty years. County ot Macon. State of 
Missouri. $1000. Know all men by these 
presents, that the County of Macon, 
State of Missouri, acknowledges itself 
indebted to the Missouri & Mississippi 
Railroad Company, organized by an act 
of the Generai Assembly of the State of 
Missouri, or bearer, in the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars, which sum the’ said 
County promises.to pay, at the National 
Bank of Commerce, in the City of New 
York, on the Second day of May, 1890, 
with interest at Eight per cent, per an- 
num, which interest shall be payable 
semi-annually, on presentation of the 
Coupons hereto annexed, at the said 
National Bank of Commerce, in ‘the 
City of New York. This bond being ts- 
sued under and pursuant to the Orders 
of the County Court of Macon County, 
for subscription to the stock of the 
Missouri & Mississippi Railroad Corm- 
pany, as ‘authorized by an act of the 
General Assembly of the State of Mis- 
souri, entitled an act to incorporate the 
Missouri & Mississippi Railroad Com- 
pany, approved February 20, 1866. 

“In testimony whereof, the said 
County of Macon has executed this 
bond by the Presiding Justice of the 
County Court, of Macon County, un- 
der the order of said Court, signing 
his name hereto, and by the Clerk 
of said Court, under the order there- 
of, attesting the same, and affixing 
the seal of said Court. 

(Seal.) 

“This done at the City of Macon, 
County and State aforesaid, this 
Second day of May, 1870.

Those bonds have never been paid (not 
because Macon’s taxpayers are disposed 
to repudiate any just obligation, but be- 
cause the county received no equivalent 
for the bonds) and, as already stated, 
the obligation evidenced by the bonds 
has increased five fold.

Mr. Latham was born here Oct. 2, 
1843. At the breaking out of the war in 
1861 he enlisted in the Confederate Army 
as a private in the Bighth Kentucky In- 
fantry. He served throughout the en- 
tire war. Returning to Hopkinsville he 
engaged in the dry goods business for 
three years, when he went to New 
York and established the banking house 
of Latham, Alexander & Co. 

From the first his success was 
marked. Mr. Latham owns a handsome 
home in New York which is presided 
over by his wife, formerly Miss Elsie 
Gaylord of the noted bluegrass #re- 
gion of Kentucky, and which is bright- 
ened by the presence of their two cnhil- 
dren, but throughout all the years 
which have intervened since leaving 
Hopkinsville his affections for Hopkins- 
ville, his ‘‘old Kentucky home,’ has 
never waned. 

Many years ago Mr. Latham saw the 
disadvantage under which-~ Hopkinsville 
was laboring on account of bad roads.

BOTH RAIL AT SOCIETY 





All the Ills of Body 
Politic. 





CHICAGO, June 2.—Alexander Berk- 
man, the anarchist, who recent- 
ly was released from prison in 
Pennsylvania, where he was confined 
for 14 years for an attempt upon the 
life of Henry C. Frick, told of his ex- 
periences in the Penitentiary at his 
first public appearance in Chicago at 
Brand’s hall. According to his story 
the experiences of Mrs. Florence May- 
brick and other noted prisoners were 
as excursions to the Elysian flelds com- 
pared to what he went through. 

Berkman was accompanied by “Citi- 
zeness’’ Emma Goldman, his free love 
consort, who railed against society 
and prophesied revolutions. Emma 
had exchanged her princess gown for a 
black oné of the pattern that “‘citizen- 
esses”’ are supposed to have worn when 
chasing hapless dandies in the days of 
the French revolution. It was high in 
the front and low in the back. Even 
Emma’s most enthusiastic subscribers 
to ‘“‘Mother Earth’’ hesitated when asked 
to describe it further. 

The ‘“‘property man” of the anarchists 
had completed his scheme by hanging 
a banner that virtually was the red 
flag of anarchy over the entrance to the 
hall. As it was red on one side and 
bore a small emblem. the subscribers to 
“Mother Earth” felt that they were 
protected from police interference. 

The woman anarchist elicited cheers 
when she referred to the monument to 
the anarchists at Waldheim. and, without 
naming them, eulogized the anarchists 
who were hanged as a result of the 
Haymarket riot. 

“The truth was not strangled in 1887,"’ 
declared Emma. “There is not a self- 
respecting man or woman who does not 
study the ideas of the men who were 
strangled Nov. 11, 1887. 

“We will struggle for liberty with the 
same zeal as our heroes in Russia. 
Berkman is made of the same material 
as our comrades there, and 100,000 Berk- 
mans will rally to the cause. 

“Our Ancestors Fools.’’ 

“The Bible and the constitution are 
good only for the common man and the 
fool. Our forefdthers were d—d fools. 
The Bible was accepted because it was 
easier to digest than the cannon. What 
is called civilization today carries the 
Bible in one hand and the gun in the 
other. It is backed up by the police- 
man’s club, the detective’s lies, and the 
‘honor’ of the judge. 

“If the world would recognize and 
unish the crimes committed by the in- 
abitants of the fashionable stréets 
there would not be ground enough on 
which to build prisons to hold them. 
Their crime is not in committing mid- 
deeds, but in being found out.” 

Berkman wore eyeglasses and a neat 

suit. He admitted that he was not 
so bloodthirsty as of yore, althotigh he 
closed his speech by declaring that, ‘‘al- 
though I have been 14 years in prison, I 
am the same Alexander Berkman I al- 
ways have been and will fight for the 
same ideas.”’ 

“T will tell you about the Workhouse 
first,’ said Berkman. ‘You remember 
I was sentenced to md one year in 
the Workhouse in addition to the Peni- 
tentiary sentence. If the prison was 
purgatory, the Workhouse .was hell. 
When 
the officer asked my occupation. The 
Sheriff said I was a linguist. I added 
that I had worked 13 years for the same 
firm (the Penitentiary). The Warden 
said: ‘We speak only one language here 
and d—— little of that.’ For 12 years I 
did = see the doctor feel a man’s pulse. 
In t Workhouse, when a man was 
taken to the hospital, work was started 
On a box to bury him in. I know of 
only one man who escaped, and that 
Was an extraordinary case. 

“Ordinarily, prisoners were lined up 
before the doctor, who did not toucn 
them. One man would say his heart 
troubled him, another would declare 
that his stomach was out of order, and 
a third would complain of something 

To all these plaints the doctor had 
one stereotyped anewer: ‘Give the pris- 
oner a dose of salts.’ That was the 
panacea for all ills. 

Hospital Means Death. 

“A man would be given this prescrip- 
tion repeatedly until he was so sick 
that he could not leave his cell. Then 
the doctor would say: ‘In three deys 
take this man to the hospital.’ That 
Was equivalent to sentence of death. 

“A rman prisoner of some medical 
experience was seized with hemorrhages 
from different parts of his body. e 
Was given the usual prescription and, 
after lying in his cell three days, was 
taken to the hospital. The doctor said 
to the attendants: ‘YOu can bury him 
in the morning.’ The prisoner persuad- 
ed a deputy to get him a certain drug 
from the dispensary, and stopped the 
bleeding himself. The doctor was 80 
angry because he didn’t die that he had 
the ner thrown back into his cell, 
altho he was so weak as to be al- 
most dead. ‘What right have you to be 
here?’ asked the doctor. ‘You are sup-

Mr. Woerner Suggests Chemist 
Be Relieved of Inspect- 
ing Them. 








Important legislation concerning street 
railway companies has been introduced 
in the House of Delegates at the sug- 
gestion of William F. Woerner, who has 
been commissioned to give the Municipal 
Code its decennial overhauling. 

The ordinance he has prepared include 
among their objects the creation of the 
office of Supervisor of Street Railways. 
In recommending this ordinance, Mr. 


Woerner says: 

“T recommend that an ordinance be 

assed creating an officer. to be styled 
Rtreet Railway Supervisor, perhaps, 
with ad number of assistants, if deemed 
necessary, whose special duty it shall be 
to see to the enforcement of the Jaws 
and ordinances relating to the street 
railways in the city of St. Louis. Al- 
though a prior attempt to enact such an 
ordinance failed, perhaps further delib- 
eration on this subject by your honor- 
able body would not, I think, be time 
spent on an unimportant matter. 

“There are many ordinances and reg- 
ulations relating to the street railways. 
They are of a complex nature relating 
to the subject from diverse aspects. 
The ordinances as a system are good. 
Their enforcement would redound great- 
ly to the public convenience, safety and 
welfare, as well as obviate the injustice, 
discrimination and the contempt for the 
law, which accompanies a non-observ- 
ance of legal requirements. Many, if 
not most these wholesome provis- 
ions are a dead letter; their enforcement 
at present is left to the regular police 
department, and experience has shown 
the inadequacy of this method to reach 
the situation and the lack of proper fa- 
cilities of that department for this pur- 


pose. 

“I think the subject of enough !mport- 
ance that a special department be cre- 
ated, the exclusive function of which it 
‘shall be to enforce the street railway 
laws,”’ 


Repeal Ig Recommended. 


Mr. Woerner, incidentally, recom- 
mends the repeal of Section 1532 of the 
Municipal Code, which makes it a mis- 
demeanor for children under 15 to get on 
street cars while in motion. Anent this, 
he says. 

“The general rules of law are sufficient 
to meet such cases, and to protect the 


dents, when they are not guilty of negli- 
gence. e ordinance is apparently in the 
interests of the street car companies 
and not of the children. It is going too 
far to expect children under 15 years to 
be familiar with municipal ordinances, 
os a their conduct be affected there- 


Mr. Woerner also recommends strik- 
ing out from Section 1761 the following 
words: 

“All cars running on a route, any por- 
tion of which is not lighted by. street 
lamps, shall carry on the rear end car 
a red lantern cOntaining a_ coal-oll 
jlight.”’ 

As 8t. Louis’ street cars are lighted 
by électricity, he intimates->that the 
“red coal oil lamp” feature of the or- 
dinance seems very much like a joke. 

He also suggests that a paragraph in 
the present street-car law that permits 
the Mayor and President of the Council 
to arbitrarily regulate the intervals be- 
tween the running of street cars be 
stricken out. 


Mr. Woerner’s message dwells not 


li wholly upon street-car points, however. 


It even strays far enough away there- 
from to include cowsheds. At present 
the law makes it the duty of the City 
Chemist to inspect them. Mr. Woerner 
suggests that he be relieved of this pic- 
turesque responsibility. The  reviser 
points out that sections of the law re- 
ferring to the “Dead Animal Contrac- 


\tor’’ should be expurgated, as such of- 


ficial no longer exists. 
Change in License Laws. 


Further, he would approve of a changé 
in the license laws, so as to make li- 
censes payable at such periods of the 
year as would be most convenient for 
the work of the License Commissioner's 


office. ; 

He also recommends certain changes 
in the excavation ordinances to please 
the Street Commissioner. 

Mr. Woerner points out that accord- 
ing to the terms of the law authorizing 
the revision, the code hereafter should 
be referred to as “The Revised Code,” 
not the ‘‘Municipal Code.’’ 

To prevent further clashes between 
the Health Commissioner and the Super- 
intendent of the Poorhouse as to who 
is real and only “boss” of the Poor- 
house crew. It is suggested that the 
ordinances be tinker sufficiently to 
clearly set forth that the Health Com- 
missioner is ‘“‘it’’ in this respect. 

Finally, he asks that some obsolete 

rovisions of the city laws in relation 

o the Probate Court be chased out of 
the code and that the building code be 
amended to conform to the ruling of the 
Appellate Court that if a man builds a 
house on his lot and the man next door 
digs a cellar, the latter is not respon- 
sible if the former's walls should take 
a notion to cave in.

He wanted to re- 
tire from the Police Board in March, he 
said, but was prevailed upon to remain 
longer, with the understanding that he 
would terminate his relations with the 
Police Board on June 1. 

He was asked if his recent disagree- 
ment with President Stewart had any- 
thing to do with his retirement and said 
that nothing occurring recently in the 
board had anything at all to do with it. 

It is not known who will succeed him 
om the Police Board. Mr. Maroney says 
he does‘ not know and Gov. Folk re- 
fused last night to discuss the success- 
orship or say who is’ being 
for it.

AST SI. LOUIS 
TRAIN NEARLY 
GULS IN Rll 


Express on Pennsylvania Road 
Wrecked at. Bridge in 
New Jersey. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Thirty-one pas- 
sengers on the inbound St. Louis express 
over the Pennsylyania Railroad had the 
scare of their lives at 2:30 o'clock this 
afternoon when the engine ran into an 
open drawbridge over the Hackensack 
River, midway between Newark and 
Jersey City,- and buried itself in the 
waters, without: the slightest injury to 
‘the train crew or passengers. 
| The train’s conductor was Frank’ Far- 
| ber of Newark. Joseph H. Ellis, the 
engineer, and William H. Messne”, the 
fireman, both of Philadelphia, were in 
the cab. 

The train was the second section of 
train No. 20. The engineer had been noti- 
fied that he had a clear right-of-way. 
His train was on time and he was mak- 
ing between twenty-five and thirty miles 
an hour at the drawbridge. The signals 
indicated a-clear track. As the train 
neared the drawbridge Engineer Ellis 
saw that it was in motion. He reversed 
the lever and applied the air brakes. -In 
a. second the engine struck. the bridge 
and was bumping over the crossties, 
The shock aroused the passengers and 
they began to scream as they were 
thrown from one side to the other of 
the Pullman and passenger coaches, 

Engine Plunges Into River. 

Smashing the oak ties as if they were 
hgatches, the engine plunged into the 
Hackensack River and was buried to 
the cab. The coupling broke and the 
tender hung on the verge of the preci- 
pice. Ellis saved his life by jumping as 
his engine went down. The fireman 
jumped into the river and swam ashore 
unhurt. 

Coupled to the tender was the Pull- 
man sleeping car Tarentum, attached at 
Indianapolis Friday night. Directly be- 
hind this was the through sleeper Wood- 
bridge from St. Louis. Then canée a 
Pennsylvania dining car, a _ first-class 
passenger coach, a smoker and baggage 
and mail car. The train was reversed, 
as all Pennsylvania trains are that come 
from the West, after leaving the Broad 
Street Station in Philadelphia. 

With the engine the sleepers and the 
dining car left the track. The strain 
caused the body of these cars to leave 
the trucks and they smashed with ter- 
rific force against the heavy steel gir- 
ders of the bridge. The result was that 
when the engine fell into the water the 
bodies of two sleeping cars were resting 
on the crossties of the bridge, while the 





of the sleepers, leaning heavily. against 


the girders. 

As remarkable as it may seem, not & 
single glass in either of the two sicepers 
was broken. 


There were only three passengers in 
the Indianapolis sleeper, with Porter 
James Washington of Jersey City. One 
of these was a Catholic priest. who 
boarded the train at Coshocton, O. 

Six Passengers in Sleeper. 

There were six passengers in the 
Charles Childs 
was the porter. They were badly shak- 
en up, but not a single person was in- 
jured. Luncheon had been served be- 
fore Newark was reached and only the 
conductors, waiters and cooks remained 

in the dining car. No one was injured 
here. 

Immediately after the accident Aa 
switch engine pulled away the uninjured 
cars and they were sent to Jersey City 
with the passengers from the s!eepers. 
The wreck blocked the east and west- 
bound passenger tracks. All freight 
train schedules were abandoned and the 
passenger trains were given the right of 
way over the freight tracks between 
Newark and Jersey City, so that_there 
was little delay to passenger traffic. 

When the -aceident happened 
Roundsman Hortel of the Third Pre- 
cinct Police Station, Jersey City, hur- 
ried to the scene with police reserves. 
He sent an ambulance cali to the City 
‘Hospital, but there was nothing for 
the ambulance doctors to do. 

George W. Waite, master of trains 
ew York division of the Penn- 
Railroad, said to a Post-Dis- 

patch reporter: 

“It ls too early to determine who !s 
responsible for the aocident. It 18 
lucky no one was *illed.”

No Evidence to Connect Them 
With the Killing of Two

ney, charged in warrants sworn out by

Marsh of Alton, retained by Mrs. Nolan 
to assist in-the prosecution, at the be- 
ginning of the hearing late in the af- 
teérnoon. Marsh wanted the case con- 
tinued because of the absence of wit- 
nesses. yillham wanted to go ahead 
with it. Marsh accused him of wanting 
to ‘‘railroad’’ the case.

“The packers responsible: for pacing 
such food products before the people are 
morally, and should be held to be legally, 
as guilty of murder as the sneaking as- 
sassin who furtively places deadly poison 
in the dish to be partak@n of by the in- 
tended victim. 

“The terrible dangers of preserved 
méats to the health of the system can- 
not® be exaggerated. Neither can the 
despicable schemes resorted to by the 
packers in foisting on an unsuspecting 
public diseased meat, fish and chickens. 
Puffed cans,. filled with meat which has 
fermented, are perforated and filled with 
a ‘solution of formaline, the hole is 
soldered up and they are put upon the 
market as food.

Mrs. Hirtz Says Her Divorced

her. She obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus in the East St. Louis City 
Court yesterday commanding Otto

present in court with the child June 


18. 

Baum, who is said to have taken 
the child when he called at. his form- 
er wife’s home to visit the boy a wesk 
ago, obtained a divorce from his wife 


April 3. 
“T did not contest the suit and he 


obtained the decree by default,” said 
Mrs: Hirtz when seen yesterday by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. He was 
awarded possession of the child, but 
when I told him him I would take an 
appeal from the decision he signed a 
release of the custody of Teddy and 


allowed me to keep him. He was 
given permission by the court to visit 
my house every Sunday at any tithe of 
the day. ; 

‘Tfe did not come until the day of 
my marriage to Mr. Hirtz. This was 
April 29. ; 

‘He made one.or two more visits and 
then came last Sunday morning about 
11 o’clock. He went out about noon, I 
thought, to get dinner. When he came 
back I left him with Teddy in the par- 
lor while my husband and I ate dinner 
in the dining room. : 

Seen Leaving With Child. 

“T think he went down first and 
opened the front door, then stole quiet- 
ly back and took Teddy away with him. 

“Two little boys in the neighborhood 
saw him running with Teddy in his 
arms. They knew the little boy and 
didn’t know his father and they con- 
cluded Teddy was being kidnaped. They 
told a policeman that a man was steal- 
ing a little boy. The policeman only 
laughed at the little fellows. 

“Sunday was cold and Teddy had no 
coat or hat on. He was dressed in a 
little white waist,'gray pants and black 
slippers. I feared the boy must have 
been very cold when he was taken 
away from the house. 

“Tl have suffered so—no one can tell— 
since my Only boy was @iken from me. 
He was attached to me and wanted me 
with him more than I ever saw any 
other baby love his mother. He &7ould 
not allow me to leave the house with- 
out crying. When I went to the grocer’s 
I had to steal out the back way. 

“Once when I went to the dentist’s he 
cried so, my sister took him to me. 
Then he would not let the dentist work 
on my teeth. He was afraid I would be 
hurt. I was forced to cancel the en- 
gagement with the dentist and visit him 
another time. 

“Teddy just whined and fretted. when 

was not with him and I know he’s 
pining and heart broken because he has 
been torn away from me. No one can 
make me believe he is contented. 


Sister Played Detective. 


“My former husband is connected 
with the East St. Louis branch of a 
correspondence school and lives in 
Ninth street. I think he took the 
baby to East St. Louis and is keep- 
ing him in hiding over there. 

“My sister, Mrs. Lizzie Gardener of 
2769 Chouteau avenue and [I went 
over to East St. Louis several times 
searching for the baby. My sister 
pares detective and trailed Baum, 
oping she would be led to the place 
the baby was kept. Baum turned 
around, however, and saw her and 
that ended the detective work. 

“IT had one talk with him in East 
St. Louis. He would not say much 
about the boy. He did tell me, 
though, one heart-rending incident. 
The father gave the boy a penny. ‘I 
want a penny for my mamma, ‘too,’ 
the child told Baum: Even that 
didn’t cause compassion. When I 
found I could not get Teddy from 
Baum by ordinary means I consulted 
a lawyer, and he obtained a writ of 
habeas corpus.

We wanted Martin to write_us a story of his own 
experiences, making « page of it, telling just how he 
felt while winning the discus and shot and taking

' and'stone throwing. 


Martin is modest. 7 
“Sure now,” he said, “you don’t want to make 4 


big story like that all about me. You'd better write 
it about the other boys.” ? 

“But we want a story by you, Martin—a story tell- 
ing all about the trip, and what you saw and what 
you did—your records, and all the rest of it.’ 

‘“‘Then you'll have to write it,” said Sheridan. ‘it 
would be too much like tooting my own horn if 
I wrote all that myself. Besides, you were with me 
all the time, and. you saw what was going on when 
I was too busy competing to pay much attention to 
things.’ 

“Then, at.least, Martin,” said I, “‘you'll tell me 
your past history so I can start the tale right.’ 

“T will that,” Sheridan replied. ‘‘And I'll make it 
short and sweet. In the first place I was born in 
the County Mayo. fh Ireland, % years ago—May 2%. 
It's a great place for athletes. My father was one of 
the best in the county. He was a great leaper and 
@ great weight thrower. I don't think a better athlete 
ever lived since the days of Finn McCoull, who 
crossed Ireland in three leaps, and left the marks 
of his heels in the solid stone where he took it off. 

“My father could always beat me in everything 
but the light weights. It’s a great game in ireland 
to throw the smoothing fron—that’s a flatiron with 
the handle broken off. I could beat anybody in my 
part of the country at that, and I don't think lL've 
found a man: yet who can trim me. 

“Taking after my father that way, and my brother 
Dick (who's a ‘fine athlete),‘1 naturally went in for 
everything when I came over to make my home in 
America. I have the world’s record with the dis- 
cus, although I've heard it claimed that some of 
the Hungarians have made great throws. Last year 
1 won the all-around championship, smashing the 
world’s record.

1 
remember very well the first incident of the recent 
Olympic games in Athens.

“! wonder,”’ mused Sheridan, “if the old Greeks 
that walked under here were better men than we are.

We walked on out into the sunlight. 

There were Hungarians training there, and Ger- 
mans and Frenchmen\and Swedes—and others of all 
shades and colors and nationalities. Still somewhat 
awed by our surroundings, we started our day's 
training. 

Sheridan and I pottered around with the shot and 
the discus for a while, watched the Swedes throw- 
ing the javelin, and saw the Frenchman clear 12 


feet 2 inches in a practice pole-vault. If there had 
been more like the latter we would hardly have car- 
ried off so many events. 

While we were looking over the square, raised 
pedestal, from which the discus was to be thrown 
in. the Greek style, there was a stir at the upper 
end of the stadium. The.struggling thousands who 
had turned out to see us practice (a great crowd 
they would have made at our own games at home) 
clapped their hands and stirred in their seats. 

Down the middle of the fleld a man was walking 
proudly. 

He was a remarkably fine looking man, tall, well 
built, graceful, with broad shoulders and a deep 
chest. His skin was burned to a dark brown, as if 
it had been stained with walnut juice. His hair 
was long and black. It was brushed straight back 
from his forehead and fell in waving locks over his 
ears. 

The effect of his coming was startling. But for 
the Hight blue running pants that he’ wore he might 
have been some ancient Greek athlete walking out 
from the victor’s gateway and coming down to test 
our skill. 

Sheridan turned to watch him, then advanced. 

“Hello, Georgantas,’’ called Martin. 

The Greek, smiling, came and shook hands’ with 
him.. Sheridan had met him in the games two years 
ago at St. Louis, and had beaten him, Now the 
Greek was on his own ground. 

Near by there was a plece of dressed marble lying 
on the ground. It looked for all the world like a huge 
oblong equine capsule, and it weighed 144% pounds. 

Georgantas picked it up, retired 15 yards up the 
field, poised it carefully in his right hand, and came 
running down to a chalk line—furiously—like a man 
about to make a long jump. As he reached the 
mark he sprang into the air. His arm shot out 
straight, and the piece of Pentalic marble hurtled 
through the air. 

It was a magnificent throw. I had no idea that 
Sheridan could come near it. 

But Martin took his turn, ran as furiously, tried as 
hard and dropped the rock a few inches over the 
Greek's mark. 

Then came a fine contest. The people in the marbie 
galleries clapped thelr hands. The Finns and Hun- 
garians, the Egyptians, the English, the French ana 
Americans—all the rest—crowded around to see the 
unexpected clash of champions. 

Martin threw phenomenally well. But it was the 
Greek's own game. His skill in it he inherited from 
ancestors traced back over thousands of years. 
With a final splendid effort he out-threw Martin’s 
best by several feet. | 

Sheridan went out and looked at the mark, shook 
his head and walked back again. The Greek was 
smiling. 
Sheridan went up to him and held out his hand. The 
Greek shook it. 

“Georgantas,”’ said our true sport, “I thought | 
could beat you, but you're a better man than | am at 
this game, I'll run you as close as I can, but | think 
you can win. Let's go and have a try out of the 
discus.”’ 

All this you understand, was in the practice. In the 
games Georgantas only beat Martin about two feet 
with the stone, and that after Sheridan's knee haa 
given away. Up to that time Sheridan led. Surely it 
was a “close run’’ for the Greek. 

On the same practice day in the stadium Sheridan 
and Georgantas had it out with the discus, Greex 
style. 

Before going further, I'll expiain. that this Greex 
style of discus throwing {is ‘‘a bit odd,” as the KEng- 
lishmen aay. 

In the first place everything in Greece is founded 
on her ancient glories. The stadium itself is rebuilt 
on the ruins of the ancient one. The public buildings 
in Athens are modeled closely after the ancient style 
of architecture. The Greeks try to live up to the 
traditions in everything. 

So it is not at all strange that they even try to copy 
the old manners of training and living.

with his right foot far behind him, with his left 
fout (being swung forward, toes turned down like a 
ballet dancer's) just grazing the ground. 

Now the modern Greeks take that seriously as a 
Starting position, awkward as it would be to stand 
still in that cramped attitude and then suddenly 
straighten up with the throw. 

In the National Museum at Athens there is a small 
Lronze statuette showing a discus thrower standing 
erect with the discus held in both hands, the arms 
extet:ded straight Over his head. The Greeks take 
this as another starting position. Students of an- 
cient writings and inscriptions have decided that 
thcse positions at least were used in the ancient 
throwing, so from the compiled data the Greeks 
have evolved a curious style, which is supposed to 
be ‘correct,’ like white ties with evening dress. 

Martin, then, began throwing the discus from the 
little raised square (modeled like the base upon 
which the Discobolus stands) and Georgantas threw 
with him. 

Martin tried it, still took a good swing and equaled 
ihe Greenk’s throw. 

‘nen Georgantas explained that he must first stand 
with arms raised overhead, squarely in front, with 
his right arm Straight and his left crooked slightly. 
From this pose he must carefully double up into the 
position of that snapshot in marble, the Discobolus, 
hold that for & moment, looking as much like the 
statue as possible, and then straighten up and throw. 

Sheridan tried tt. The Greek beat him 20 feet or 
more.

CHICAGO, June 2—A new world’s 
record in the pole vault and the equal- 
ling of the best previous mark in the 
120-yards hurdles marked the sixth an- 
nual meet of the intercollegiate con- 
ference athletic association, held on 
Northwestern Field at Evanston this 
afternoon.

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INSURANCE FUND 
TO FIGHT CANCER 


English Philanthropists Devise 
New Scheme of Combat- 
ing Disease. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

LONDON, June 2.—The most practi- 

cal, and at the same time the most 

extensive scheme for fighting the 


dread scourges, consumption and can- 
cer, that has ever been devised has 
been successfully launched. 

The secretary of the “National 
Movement Against Consumption, and 
Cancer” explained the project. 

“It is, brietly, a gigantic scheme of 
provision against accidents and ill- 
nesses,” he said. “The profita of this 
scheme are to be devoted to the fur- 
thering of every useful project for 
fighting consumption and cancer. We 
estimate these profits at $225,000 a 
year, a sum which will enable the 
committee to establish sanatoria for 
consumptives, to help hospitals for 
sufferers from cancer all over the 
country, to aid scientists and medical 
men in research work, and to supply 
funds to existing institutions whiich 
are carrying on the work of fighting 
these diseases. 

“(Under our system we offer for a 
yearly subscription of $9 compensa- 
tion against accidents and illnesses on 
a scale which would cost about $20 
yearly under any ordinary insurance 
policy. The benefits range between 
$10,000 for death in any accident to a 
public conveyance, and $30 a week for 
eight weeks for incapacitation from 
typhoid fever. 

“Anybody between the ages #f 12 and 
70 may become’ a subscriber. In the 
ordinary accident policy the age limit fs 
usually from 16 to 6. On payment of 
his subscription the subscriber receives 
a policy, valid for one year in one of 
the safest insurance companies in the 
country.” 

Sir Ernest Clarke has been made hon- 
orary treasurer of the fund. The man- 
aging committee will be entirely hono- 
rary, and the working expenses will be 
cut down to a minimum, so that the 
amount of monéy available for the cru- 
sade may be as large as possible. 

“We intiated the project only a fort- 
night ago, but we have already received 
more than 7000 subscriptions from all! 
parts of the country,”" said the secre- 
tary. “The names enrolled include mem- 
bers of the nobility as well as the most 
humble representatives of the commu- 
nity.”’

NEW YORK, June 2.—The 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets today, says: 

Wall Street.—It is evident. that 
bank position is really stronger than the 
figures of today’s weekly bank state- 
nent would seem to indicate. This is no 
doubt due the late engagement of 
European gold, the advances on which 
were disbursed by the Treasury too late 
to figure in the averages at all, and to 
the fact that most of the San Francisco 
currency was received toward the close 
of the week. For that reason the figures 
on the return account for only $1,126,700 
of the $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 cash that was 
added -to reserves ‘during the interval 
since the previous statement was com- 
piled. This small cash gain, with the 
$2,152,400 increase in loans, gives the 
banks a paltry $121,875 gain in surplus, 
which is still, however, the smallest re- 
ported in this week for 16 years. The 
statement had no effect upon the stock 
market, which closed relatively firm in 
all branches. 

The trading in St. Paul and Colorado 
Fuel and Iron -represented nearly all 
that was done during today’s dull per- 
formance on the Stock Exchange. There 
was nothing to the market from start 

finish. 

One of the singular facts about the 
Wall strect market is -that “dullness” 
and “stagnation” invariably appear on 
the stock exchange at the opening of 
June, and yet that every one is al- 
Ways Surprised at its reappearance, 
and eager to find what the abnormal 
phenomenon’ means. A year ago this 
week, disheartening inertia was de- 
clared to eXist on Wall street: after 
much inquiry, it was decided that the 
trouble was the Equitable § scandal 
and the refusal of Russia to make 
peace. 

When June, 1904, began, the lifeless 
markets had placed pessimism in con- 
trol of the Wall street mind: the ex- 
planation was the large gold exports 
against the Panama indemnity and 
the damgerous cotton speculation. At 
this time in 1903 very much the same 
thing happened: the stock exchange 
recognized the cause as the disastrous 
floods in the West and the failure of 
banking house. In 1902, 
June opened with the smallest markef 
in more than two years; the impend- 
ing coal strike was unanimously 
brought forward to account for it. 
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Promise Well. 


Up to the ‘present time the crops 
have promised reasonably well.

Liquidation of a forced character has 
been On a heavy scale throughout the 
week, following what appeared to be 
the abandonment as early as last Mon- 
day morning of the bull deal in the 
May Option. Since that time the market 
has been staggering along under a tre- 
mendous load of general selling from all 
directions, with many local. New Or- 
leans and Liverpool operators who have 
been playing the bull side for the last 
two or three months apparently. seeing 
who could get rid of their large lines the 
fastest to the best advantage. 

The extent of this week's decline 
ranges from 35 points on the new crop 
options to between 55 and 70 points 
on the old crop months, with May op- 
tion suffering the most by the col- 
lapse of the deal in that month, Its 
price was broken from 11.38 last Sat- 
urday’s closing, to 10.70, at which 
price it expired at noon on Thursday. 

Spot cotton is down from the high 
nrice of 12 cents t6 11.25. which is a 
loss of % of a cent per pound, or the 
equivalent of $4 per bale. Prices in

There are many reasons being ad- 
vaneed for the recent steady decline 11 
Pennsylvania, namely: The continued 
new issues of stocks and bonds of the 
company, the disclosures before the in- 
terstate Commerce Commission concern- 
ing many of the officials in conneetion 
with many of the coal properties with 
which the company does business, t 
dissatisfaction among the. minority 
stockholders as regarding the continued 
issuing of securities, especially bonds, 
rumors that President Cassatt is to re- 
sign, and reports that the last loan of 
$50,000,000 negotiated! for in Paris had 
fallen through. 

All in all, these developments make 
for some selling and bearish sentiment 
on the property, especially as the com- 
pany in the last few months has placed 
ahead of the stock dividend interest 
obligations on short-time notes and 
bonds of $100,000,000. But do they war- 
rant the centinued decline in the se- 
curity, or is there something of more 
importance back of the selling? 

Lawson's Prediction, 

About two weeks ago Thomas W. 
Lawson flooded Wall street with dis- 
patches predicting a dire calamity from 
the stock market standpoint in the-lat- 
ter part of June, and a severe market 
break in the interim. He said to watch 
eertain stocks in London and New York 
for the cue to: the developments which 
were to break the market.

in any One of 
Lawson’s predictions, or he has any ad- 
vanee news on anything adverse that 1s 
coming, and it has been shown by the 
movement of any one stock in the past 
two weeks, Pennsylvania is the stock 
referred. to; for {t has been the only 
weak spot in an otherwise very firm 
market, and has been the depressing In- 
fluence that has held the general mar- 
ket back. 

Ir there are adverse developments 
pending that will put this security very 
much lower, might easilv be a stock 
market calamity, especially if they 
shoulq be of a grave character and in 
anv way mitigate against the payment 
of dividends on the property. 

Now, President Cassatt of the Penn- 
svivania, who has been abroad, has been 
suddenly called home, and it has been 
given out that his hasty return has been 
eaused. by the disclosures before the 
Interstate Commeree Commission, . in- 
volving the Pennsylvania Railroad, but 
rumors of more adverse importance cir- 
culated during the latter part of the 
week and no doubt more directly the 
eause of his return. 

These rumors were to the effect that 
the construction of the Pennsylvania 
tunnel under the North River at New 
York City is to be abandoned. For some 
time it has been reported in financial 
circles that the constructors working on 
this important construction were meet- 
ing with almost insurmountable ob- 
stacles in the strata of the river bot- 
tom through which the tunnel tubes are 
to pass, owing to the fact that quick- 
sand is being encountered in many 
places where tests before the construc- 
tion work began indicated that the 
tubes would pass through solid rock 
that would sustain the weight of the 
millions of tons of water above. Not 
unnaturally, no confirmation of these 
alarming reports can be had. 

The Pennsylvania has planned the ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000 on this import- 
ant construction, and already many of 
their millions have been used im the 
work. if by any manner of means the 
plans, as now rumored, should prove in- 
feasible or misoarry, and the work is 
abandoned, enormous losses will be sus- 
tained by the company. 

This may account for the persistent 
selling of this important security at this 
present time, and be the basis of the 
prediction of Lawson that a nasty break 
in the stock market is not far away. 

The writer is theorizing simply on the 
incidents in the situation as they ap- 

eal to him. The rumors in circulation, 
President Cassett’s sudden return trom 
abroad, the action of Pennsylvania 
stock in @ firm market, Lawson's point- 
er to watch the action of a certain im- 
portant stock, and the heavy new finan- 
cing of the company. 

There is certainly food for thought for 
the student of the stock market in these 
developments, even should {ft prove in 
the end that there is nothing ,in the 
rumors now going the rounds c@ncern- 
ing the property. 

Outside of the influence exerted by 
Pennsylvania the market's position, if 
anything, was vastly strengthened by 
the week's developments. 3

Interests valued at nearly half a bil- 
lion “dollars. were represented by a 
group of men on the steps at the east 
front door of the Courthouse at noon 
yesterday. All of the great banks, trust 
companies, brokerage firms and giant 
corporations had men there to bid on 
$500,000 worth of the capital. stocks of 
the National FPank of Commerce and 
the Mississipp! Valley Trust Co., sold at 
auction-to take up a note given by J. 
C. Van Blaredm to the Mercantile Trust 
Co. 

Mr. Van Biarcom had announced that 
he would himself buy in the stocks, 
but he did not do so and they were 


taken by others. 

The Van Blarcom note was given to 
the Mercantile Trust Co. two years ago, 
the bank stocks being pledged to raise 
money to be used in financing the Ten- 

neesee Central Railroad. Mr. Van 
Blarcom that, while he 
was the only signer of the 
note, there had been a verbal 
agreement by which Mr. W. H. 
Thompson and H. Clay Pierce were to 
hold themselves equally liable with him. 

When this agreement was questioned 
by the executors of William H. Thomp- 
son's estate litigation followed. Van 
Blarcom and Pierce sued the estate for 
an. accounting. -The Mercantile Trust 
Co. as holders of a part of the disputed 
nesets, did not desire to be drawn into 
the suit, and it was agreed that the 
stock should be sold at auction at the 
Courthouse. 


Ridding was Spirited. 


Festus J. Wade, president of 


Mercantile Trust Co., acted as 
tioneer, He arrived promptly at noon, 
accompanied by Judge Jacob Klein. 
A few minutes later there was enough 
wealth on the Courthouse steps to 
buy a half interest in the Steel Trust. 

The bidding was spirited from start 
to finish and the prices brought by 
the stock at forced sale showed the 
excellent condition of the St. Louis 
market and the stability of St, Louis 
bank stocks.

BILL which recently had the consideratior of 
Congress provides a large fund for the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture’s use in conducting 
agricultural experiments.

The lowest price at which cotton has sold in the 
United States was an average/of 5.63. cents, in

Experts estimate that the annual cotton crop of 


the United States could be increased to 75,000,000 
bales without enlarging the present area known as 
“the cotton belt.” 

Cotton is distinguished from all other commercial 
fibers by its spiral twist, a character that renders 
it especially valuable for spinning. 

The country in which cotton was first used has 
not been definitely determined. It had long been 
known in India before the conquest of that country 
by Alexander. 

The writings of Herodotus and Pliny tell us that 
the excellence of cotton fiber was known to the an- 
cient Greeks and Romans. 

Columbus found it in use by the natives of the 
New World. In the conquests of Mexico and Peru 
cotton cloth was found in use. 

Ancient Peruvian tombs have 
cloths of cotton, but those of Egyptian tombs ap- 
pear to be of linen, although it is known that cot- 
ton was in use in that country from the earliest

Island cotton flourishes along the coasts of 
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida, and also in 
Egypt, the famous Egyptian cotton being a develop- 
ment froia seed sent from the United States many 
years ago. 

Among the leading commercial varieties the fiber 
varies from one-half to two inches or more in length, 
and is exceedingly fine, the extreme diameter being 
084 to .0064 inches. The longest and finest fiber 
is from the Sea Island variety. 

The usual commercial gradations of cotton are as 
follows: Samples, the average fiber of which is un- 


der .9G6-inch in length, are called “short staple;” 


those between .98 and 1.17 inch, “medium,” and those 


from 1.18 to 1.57 ineh “long staple.” Those exceed- 


ing 1.58-inch are “extra long.” The “long” and “ex- 
tra long” fiber produced in the United States are 
all from the Sea Island. Classifications adopted by 
the New York Cotton Exchange are: “Fair,” “mid- 
dling fair,” “good middling,” “middling,” “low mid- 
dling,” “good ordinary” and “ordinary.” 

In India there is a perennial specie called the Nur- 
ma, from its growing near temples. It is also known 


as Deo cotton. It grows in the form of a small tree 





thingy 


and will not mature in the United States. 

Cotton is grown under a wide range of climatic 
conditions and in a great variety of soils, but the 
ideal conditions are a deep, mellow, rich soil; a 
warm, steamy atmosphere, with abundant moisture 
until the bolls are developed, with a drier atmos- 
phere and soil while the fiber-is ripening and being 
gathered. 

The methods of cultivation practiced in the United 
States have brought the best results. These differ 
komewhat in detail with the Sea Island and the Up- 
land cotton, but in general they are the same. 

Beds from 12 to 18 inches high, to sgeure warmth 
and drainage, are thrown up. ‘The seed is drilled in 
rows four feet apart, and when the plants attain 
their first true leaf and are two to four inches high, 
they are thinned eight to fourteen inches in the row. 

The date of cotton planting in the United States 
extends from March | to-June 4, most of the crop be- 
ing-in by May 20. ‘The earlier date marks the be- 
ginning in Southern Texas, and it grows later as 
one goes farther north. 

The young plants begin to appear in about two 
weeks ahd the first true leaf is gained in eight or 
ten days. 

The first bloom appears in Southern Texas about 
May 15, and in Tennessee and North Carolina about 
July 10. 

The first bolls open after an interval of about six 
weeks from blooming, and picking begins about 
July 10, and continues to December, caused by the 
unequal ripening of the fiber. 

Picking is the most tedious and expensive opera- 
tion in cotton growing. It is done by hand. The 
usual payment is from 30 to 50 cents per 100 pounds, 
and the average laborer can earn from $1 to $1.50 a 
day. 

The yield of Sea Island is seldom more than one- 
third of a bale (500 pounds is the average bale) to 
the acre. Upland varies from one-third of a bale to 
one-half bale to the acre.

Cotton may be cultivated in nearly all portions of 
the globe between latitudes 35 decrees north and 
south, or in a broad zone running around the earth 
and embracing the tropics and portions of the tem- 
perate zone. Its most profitable cultivation at the 
present time is between latitudes 20 degrees and 35 
degrees north, although it is grown m Turkestan 
as far north as latitude 45, which 18 as far north ag 
St. Paul, Minn. 
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T. LOUIS is the starting point for two of the 
most remarkable railroad trains in the United 
States. One of these is the only train in this 

country on which the crews are obliged to speak a 
foreign language. The other has, perhaps, the record 
in the railway world for maintaining a single sched- 
ule, 

The first is the Iron Mountain’s “Mexico-St. Louis 
Special,” running between St. Louis and Mexico 
City; the other a Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern 
passenger train between St. Louis and Cincinnati. 
In addition to its other claims to fame, this latter 
was the first regularly scheduled passenger train 
to run into St. Louis on the first-built railroad from 
the East—the old Ohio & Mississippi. It also has 
the longest run of any “commuter” train in the 
world, doing a commuter business all the way be- 
tween St. Louis and Cincinnati, a distance of 350 
miles. i : 

It has run on its present schedule since 1863 
and has an enviable reputation among trainmen 
for being usually “on time”—has the best average 
record in that respect of any train on the road. It has 
never been “seriously wrecked,” notwithstanding 
the fact that between stops it makes better than 
“limited” time, It makes approximately 100. stops 
between St. Louis and Cincinnati, so that its time 
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hetween the two cities is much slower than a “fast” 
train, but between stops it makes up for delays 
as far as possible. It carries complete equipment and 
is. in every way a first-class train except for the 
fact that its commuter service Over so long a dis- 
tance causes it to be left out of consideration, usual- 
ly, by the “through” traffic. 

This train has worn out two generations of opera- 
tives. There recently died in Cincinnati an old man 
who had spent most of his active life as conductor 
on this train, and whose father had died holding a 
like position on the same train. It carries an aver- 
age of about 1500 passengers daily and@ is thus one 
of the best paying trains in service. The condtictors 
and trainmen are largely acquainted with the pa- 
trons of the train, many of whom are people having 
business that carries them regularly to and from 
stations not far apart along the route. Those going 
on longer trips take the faster through trains. 

When first put in commission this was a “mixed 
train,” carrying both passengers and freight. Grad- 
ually it was made a passenger train, then advanced 
to its present state of first-class equipment and com- 
muter service. When first run into St. Louis it was 
built on a broad gauge, the track being six feet wide. 
This gauge was changed to standard and the train, 
of course, changed to fit the track, 4 remarkable 
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fact in this connection is that the gauge for the 
entire distance between St. Louis and Cincinnati 
was changed in 18 hours. It was simply a matter 
of shifting one rai] closer to the other, and the com- 
pany had prepared for the work by putting on a large 
force of men. It was estimated that 1000 men 
were employed in making the change on the differ- 
ent sections. 

The “Mexico-St. Louis Special” is a solid Pullman 
train and runs a distance of 1800 miles, a great 


deal of the way being through a very difficult coun- 
try, rough and mountainous, It carries a dining car 
and baggage coach, sémething not always attempted 
by long-distance trains running through a similar 
country of high grades—the trains running across 
the Rocky Mount&tins in the Northwest to the Pa- 
cific Coast, for instance. 

Complications with the Mexican Government fol- 
lowed the, announcement of the proposed installa- 
tion of this train. In Mexico all announcements re- 
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garding proposed new departures in railroading must 
he made public through the Department of Communi- 
cations.

Ouincy streets, a settlement at the intersection 
of State street and Jackson boulevard, a Sset- 
tlement of Adams street mn front of the Re- 
public Building, while the curb wall of the 
Chicago & Northwestern office building has 
cracked more than thirty-five feet. These 
damages are attributed tothe tunnels bv the 
board -of distinguished engineers officially 
appointed to investigate the matter. 

Since that report several other cases 0j 
damage to structures from sinking of — the 
eround have occurred. The elevated railroad 
structure has been badl\ twisted and warped, 
and the street railways have likewise suffered. 

The City Hall, surrounded on four sides 
by tunnels, is believed to be in a dangerous 
condition. The wall of the Marshall Field 
wholesale store split from cellar to roof. 

The people of Chicago are only now wak- 
ing up to the magnitude of the scheme that 
was worked when this tunnel system was 
built without their knowledge. Its history

neis Telephone and Telegraph Co. permission to op- 
erate in all parts of the city for 30 years and speci 
fied that the wires in the section bounded by North 
and Ashland avenues, the lake and. Thirty-ninth 
street, embracing the center of the city, should all 


be grounded. , 


. The vetoing of the ordinance by the Mayor had no 


effect on the operations, and with certain amend 
ments it became a law without the Mayor's signa 
ture, Feb. 20, 1899. The excavations that were made 
afterwards were supposed to be for grounding the 
wires, as required by the ordinance. 

One day, three years later, there appeared an 
article in one of the newspapers stating that a net- 
work of tunnels had been built under Chicago. The 
city officers, even, professed to knew nothing of this 


fact, and so Mayor Harrison and several of the 


aldermen went down under the city to see. Sure 


enough, they found that they could walk beneath 
nearly every street in the downtown district. 

Then President Wheeler ‘of the Telephone company 
stated that it was proposed to use the excavations 
for

other purposes than stringing telephone wires. 
to carry. police and fire alarm 
wires; to carry the mail between the various depots 
and the Postoffice; to carry the newspapers from the 
offices to the depots, and incidentally to haul all 
of the city’s freight in underground electric freight 
trains. 

This was a revelation to the few people who read 
about it in an inconspicuous newspaper report. May 
or Harrison had no other alternative than to stop the 
work on the tunnels. stating that it would be nec- 
essary for the company to secure a new franchise 
before it could proceed. \ committee appointed to 
make an investigation found that the work of dig- 
ging the tunnels had been done “in a very satisfac- 
tory manner and acceptable to the’ Commissioner of 
Public Works and the Committee.” 

Incidentally. they found that the company had 
started to build even larger tunnels—bores 14 feet 
high and 12 feet 9 The Corporatior 
Counsel held that the tunne!s were ilegally construct - 
ed, but the company went right along with its work,

Remarkable Feat of a Young 
Jt. Louis Gngraver— 
How the Difficult Work 


Was Performed. 


HE flat surface or top of the head of a pin is 

a little less than tive sixty-fourths of an inch 

in diameter. The entire top of the head of a 

pin is the same size as the white space contained in 
the loop of the letter p in types of the size of this 
print. Yet it was large enough to be now engraved suo 
that. with a strong magnifying glass. dis- 
vernible on its surface are all of the figures from 1 
to 9 and all the letters of the alphabet, including 
the name of Eugene Wrenger, the ¢xpert engraver of 

Louis who did the work. 

The pin above described was presented by Wrenger 
te a friend, who in turn sent it to a museum in 
Philadelphia, where it was accepted as a wonder in 
the way of development of the engraver’s art and 
placed on exhibition. The engraving on pinheads 
reproduced here are other pieces of work by 
Wrenger. The letters of the whole alphabet—in 
eapitals—appear on the head of one pin and his 
‘mame is engraved in letters much larger on the pin 
stock. 

At various times in late vears ‘reference has been 
made in newspapers to fine specimens of engraving 
-~notably that of the full text of the Lord’s Prayer 
Sagn one side of a watch charm. But few attempts 
have been wade to accomplish perfect work in the 
engraving live on the head of a pin. 

The task is so delicate that the first thing done 
is to flatten the head of the pin, making it perfectly 
~emooth. If the metal is over hard it is softened 
by chemical processes. Then, with a glass that 
brings out the limit lines of the surface, but mag-

A towel wrung out in cold water is used for this 
purpose, and should be laid over the parts very 
smoothly. The patient should then be wrapped up 
warmly in blankets and allowed to remain so until 
the wet compress becomes warm. 

Dr. James M. Gully, in his recently published 
book on the “Water Cure,” gives some valuable in- - 
struction for the treatment and cure of small ail- 
ments. Among other things he says: “In relaxed 
sore throat, relief will be found from pourtng a 
stream of cold water on the nape of the neck and 
letting it run over the front of the throat. the pa- 
tient holding his head over a basin. This should be 
continued three or four minutes. Wet friction should 
then be used for eight or ten minutes and the wae 
process repeated twice daily.” 

Beauty seekers have gradually come to depend 
upon hot and cold water for the cure of most of 
their ills. Here is a new hint, In eases of red nose, 
soak the feet either in very hot or very cold water, 
the temperature depending on the circulation. If 
the feet are cold, put them in cold water and vice 
versa.
